tion to or purchase of stock or shares, 
and that, subject to the provisions of 
the present treaty, the said govern- 
ment shall have and enjoy all the 
rights incident to such construction, 
as well as the exclusive right of pro- 
viding for the regulation and manage 
ment of the canal. 


The third article provides that the 


United States shall adopt as the basis 
of the neutralization of the carial, the 
rules substantially as embodied in the 
convention of Constautinople, signed 
the 28th of October, 1888, for the free 
navigation of the Suez canal.

considerable comment in this vicinity. 
The meeting of the jury will be of the 
star chamber nature, no one except 
the district attorney and the several 
witnesses called feeing allowed in the 
room. Chief Justice Mason will pre- 
side at the opening session, and after 
he retires District Attorney Holmes 
will lay before the jury what evidence 
against Miss Toppan he and the state 
officers have accumulated In the last 
three months. 


It is expected that the proceedings 


will occupy the greater portion of to- 
day, and it is generally believed that, 
with no* evidence to combat that of 
the government, th« grand jury will 
report a bill against Miss Toppan. 
bhould this be the case, there will be 
no necessity of the hearing arranged 
for next Wednesday, when the coun- 
sel for Miss Toppan had hoped to learn 
something of the government case 
against his client. 


Miss Toppan will, therefore, have to 


wait for the regular trial in the su- 
perior court before she will know the 
fuil extent of the evidence against her.

expenses consists of his advertising plo 
cards, and Mr. Barnnm was always lav 
igh with these gaudy prints. He was 
aware that the Canadian government in> 
posed A high duty on' this class of \m 
ports, and yet be wanted to paint Canada 
red, yellow, blue and green witb a lavish 
ucss that no showman bad ever displayed 
there before.

there was no printing house

PAROLING PRISONERS 


To Be Given Earnest Test In 


the Empire State 


ITS WORKING IN INDIANA 


H»i> Shown Encouraging Results Thus 


Far—Criticism of the Indeterminate 
System as Practiced la the Bay 
State 


Boston, Dec. 6.—Recent 
Informa- 


tion from New York indicates that the 
parole law passed by the legislature of 
that state last soring is to be given an 
earnest trial. Already the first ba'.ch 
of the 68 prisoners so far selected have 
been set free. Connecticut also is pre- 
paring to test this enlightened method 
of reinstating prisoners m,s.ociety. 


The parole question will he an ex- 


periment only in the sense of being un- 
tried in both states. I nothor places the 
Judicious application of parole laws 
have shown most encouraging results. 
In Indiana, for instance, during the four 
years ending April 1.1901,833 men were 
released from the reformatory and 308 
from the state prison on parole. Only 
135 of the 833 and 21 out of the 308 have 
been returned on account of unsatisfac- 
tory conduct. Eleven others had not 
complied with the conditions of their 
release, but were not returned. While 
on probation these men earned $184.083 
and in many instances had received 
their board besides. The figures are 
made doubly impressive by the fact that 
previous to imprisonment many of these 
men belonged to the non-producing 
members of society. 


In Indiana, at least, the delicate and 


all-important problem of reinstating the 
prisoner in society is being met in the 
only right way. The parole system is 
but the logical extension of the principle 
underlying the indeterminate sentence, 
namely, that imprisonment has its Justi- 
fication solely in the protection it af- 
fords the community, and should termi- 
nate the moment it becomes safe to al- 
low the criminal at large. The old 
method of setting the prisoner adrift 
and letting him find a place in the world 
by himself on the day his definite term 
of imprisonment ends, without Inquiry 
into his fitness for liberty and without 
custodial supervision until he has dem- 
onstrated this fitness, is both unsafe and 
inhumane; besides, it involves a con- 
tiadictfon. If the protection of society 
demands the isolatipn of the criminal, 
the state obviously has no right to liber- 
ate him without giving some guarantee 
that he will not immediately fall back 
into his old habits. No one can predict 
at the time of sentence when the cf- 
fender will be fit for freedom, yet every 
definite sentence, or, what practically 
amounts to the same thing, an indeter- 
minate sentence with a string to it, re- 
quiring the release of the criminal upon 
the-expiration of the minimum term of 
his imprisonment, provided he has not 
misbehaved himself, implies ouch pre- 
diction and is therefore absurd. 


Of course it is djfficult to ascertain 


how far the imprisoned criminal is able 
to become an honest citizen. The final 
test of his ability In this respect must 
take place in the workaday world and 
not behind prison walls; and it is a mat- 
ter of common interest to have it made 
under the most favorable auspices. 
Many men are not strong enough to 
make their way unaided across the gulf 
that separates the prison from the free 
community. It is unsafe for us all to 
let them try it, and at this time more 
than at any- other the prisoner needs a 
guiding and steady hand. 


If the definite sentence Is condemned 


by its own logic, the indeterminate sen- 
tence becomes almost farcical unless 
supplemented by a properly adminis- 
tered parole system. The latter ia pre- 
cisely the case in Massachusetts. We 
have the indeterminate sentence, and 
our statutes contain an admirably con- 
ceived parole law which, were Its spirit 
carried out, would give the community 
protection and the prisoner help at a 
critical period. 


It is not shown that systematic 


work under this law has been attempt- 
ed. Perhaps in consequence of the ap- 
parent lukewarraness of the authorities 
not only the parole law but the Indeter- 
minate sentence itself has largely been 
nullified by subsequent legislation, for 
an act of 1898 provides that when the 
prisoner, against whom there is no 
record for misconduct during incarcera- 
tion, has served the minimum term of 
his sentence he shall be released. The 
question of the subject's fitness for lib- 
erty is not made paramount, and custo- 
dial supervision in such cases after lib- 
eration exists only in name. It Is not a 
creditable record we have made. 


The parole system is too radical a de- 


parture from the old traditions to have 
escaped criticism. There is, however, 
little disposition to assail its principles. 
The objections made are usually of 
practical character and centre in the 
fear of abuse of a dangerous power. 
And in the bands of incompetent and un- 
scrupulous officials a parole law may 
easily become an instrument for evil. 


But the maladministration of a good 


law surely does not justify Its abroga- 
tion. Our"ov»n trouble is not malad- 
ministration, but lack of administra- 
tion. It is an objection savoring of 
Jealousy when judges intimate that they 
are the only competent persons to pass 
tipon the proposed release of a prisoner. 
Their wisdom is not of such a nature 
that it cannot be imparted, neither is 
their judgment at the time they pro- 
nounce sentence always infallible. In 
prison administration there is today 
nothing more needed or more full of 
promise than a judicial use of the pa- 
role system.

The suits are in the name 
of the. town of Arlington, and the ad- 
damnum is fixed at $45,000, on account 
of the defalcation of Roland A. Swan, 
formerly a clerk la the town treas- 
urer's office, who is now serving his 
sentence in state prison. 


Forty Witnesses to Testify 


Middlebury-. Vt.. Dec. 6.—The grand 


jury yesterday listened to evidence in 
the case against Nelson Jones, who is 
accused of .causing the death of Ida 
Fosburgh. Forty witnesses have been 
called and the jury may sit three days 
or the case. Ida Fosburgh was a do- 
mestic in tlje family of Miner Jones, 
and she died after drinking water In 
which she had mixed a powder re- 
ceived through the mail. This letter 
was posted in Shoreham. 


Tha Phillips Is Safe

After Seeing HU Friend IiMhed to 


One by Apache* and Tortured. 
"No, I can't say that I have any ad- 


miration for that sort of plant, however 
fine a specimen it is," said an Arizona 
man as he passed a casual glance at a 
giant cactus in the lobby of a hotel. "I 
have seen altogether too many of them, 
and there is a circumstance that is often 
recalled by seeing them 'that I had rather 
forget." 
The Arizonian hesitated and 


would have passed on, away from the 
curiously formed plant, had he not been 
asked to tell what was this circumstance 
which seemed to deeply affect him. He 
began: 


"I have lived in Arizona a great many 


years. In fact, I am one of the pioneers 
of the territory. When I went there in 
1865, there were few white people, but no 
end of Indians. The Indians were not all 
friendly. It was a year or so after com- 
ing to the territory that, with a small 
party of prospectors, I was crossing the 
great Arizona desert from Phenix to 
where is now the King of Arizona mine. 
We were all provided with food and wa- 
ter and were making the trip over the hot 
eands and under a scorching sun with as 
much comfort as was possible until we 
were overtaken by a straggling band of 
Indians. I think they were Jicarillas. 


"There was nothing to do but to make 


a run for it, and we gave them a hard 
race for five hours until Archie Hazzard, 
one of the party, fell behind and was tak- 
en. Then we turned and made a fight, 
but it was no use. The Indians made off 
with their prisoner, a part of them keep- 
ing us off from those that had him in 
charge. 
We followed uatil night, when 


the Indians made a halt, and there, before 
our eyes, they stripped Hazzard of his 
clothes and lashed him to a big cactus. 


"Such suffering! They raised him just 


for enough above the ground that bis 
whole weight fell on the sharp needles of 
the plant, thousands of them piercing bis 
flesh. While half of the Indians held us 
eway the others danced about our suffer- 
ing pertner. There were only four of us 
and about twenty Indians, but we suc- 
ceeded in driving them off after a fight 
that lasted uatil near midnight 


"When we reached Hazzard, be .was 


nearly dead from the loss of blood and the 
terrible agony that he suffered. We got 
him back to Phenix, but he died in a few 
days. 


"I have been caught to the desert -and 


have been saved from dying of thirst by 
drinking water that is contained in the 
cactus, but I nsver can feel any gratitude 
to the plant after that first experience.

CONSTABULARY POSTS 


Dot British Defensive Lines In 
; 


South Africa 


CORBUGATED IRON FORTS 


With Gravel Lining, Protected by 


Barbed-Wire Entanglements, Guard 
the Railroads—Extension of the Sys- 
tem Chiefly In the Transvaal 


London, Dec. 6.—The official state- 


ment from Pretoria that the "consta- 
bulary line of posts betwen railways 
have been pushed out to VFilge river and 
Greylingstad" is a more definite Indi- 
cation of the policy which Lord Kit- 
chener Is taking for the ultimate pa- 
cification of the newly acquired col- 
onies than has appeared recently In his 
official communications. 


When Lord Kitchener took over the 


supreme command in South Africa he 
felt certain that the measures then in 
force, which entailed the garrisoning of 
various centres far removed from the 
railway, would not further the general 
pacification, while it might Induce tha 
Boers to make desperate attacks. Tba 
alternative scheme which commended 
itself to him was, in the first place. t« 
make his railway communications ab- 
solutely secure and then to steadily r»- 
claim the country by pushing ov.t Irons 
the secured base furnished by the par- 
manent ways. In this we had the blrrh 
of the blockhouse system, which is nr.w 
the system in vogue, and which has 
reached dimensions which are not rwid- 
ily realized in America. 


Twelve months ago the blockhouse 


was practically unknown. The railway 
lines at 
important points were de- 


fended by field works built by the 
troops, which, though quite adequate 
to protect the immediate vulnerable 
vicinity, left large stretches of railway 
open to attack. Major Rice, who had 
been in Ladysmith during the invest- 
ment of that town, then invented the 
corrugated iron blockhouse. This form 
of a defensible post at once found 
favor, as, besides being serviceable, it 
had the additional merit of being cheap. 
Major Kice"s* blockhouse is simply a 
hexagonal erection of corrugated iron. 
The walls are made by placing two 
sheets of iron four Inches apart, and 
filling the intervening space with gravel. 
This has proved to be bullet proof. 


These blockhouses, when loopholed 


and manned by J.O or 15 men, were 
found sufficient to ward off any of the 
lesser attacks with which train wreck- 
ers were wont to cover their 
opera- 


tions. For a time the Boers fought 
shy of them. Then they 
de-vised a 


means of attack; with unprecedented 
boldness they stole up to the very loop- 
holes and used them against the de- 
fenders inside. In this masner several 
blockhouses were captured. 


It looked as if the system would have 


to be abandoned. But the Ingenuity of 
the sappers came to the rescue and each 
blockhouse was provided, besides an 
entanglement, with a complete lacework 
or spider's web of wire environments, 
so interwoven that it was cutter-proof. 
This absolutely prevented the ensmy 
from repeating their daring tactics of 
manning the loopholes from the -out- 
side. Lord Kitchener's scheme was in- 
tended, before the process of reclaiming 
was commenced, to picket the railway 
communications with blockhouses at 
an interval of 3000 yards, in order to 
bring any attempt at crossing the line 
under a rifle fire of at least 1500 yards. 
But for the protection of bridges and 
other salients more elaborate fortifica- 
tions were erected. As a rule, on either 
bank of an important river, stout ma- 
sonry blockhouses were erected 
These 


buildings were made on a principle sim- 
ilar !o that employed with the police and 
frontier militia posts of the northwest 
frontier of India. That is, they were 
more than one story high, were fur- 
nished with a ladder approach and 
machicolated galleries. 


Today the hills outside Pretoria are 


dotted with little rectangular buildings 
from Quaggapoort on the west naht 
away to Silverton and Pienaar's Poort 
on the east. Johannesburg and envi- 
rons have been treated in a like 
measure. 


The extension has been chiefly con- 


fined to the Transvaal, and it is the 
method which Lord Kitchener employs 
of clearing all difficult portions of the 
country. In August last, when the 
Bchurveberg and Zwart kopjes, north- 
west of Johannesburg, were cleared. 
Krugersdrop and Commando Nek in 
the Magallesberg were connected by a 
chain of blockhouses, the South African 
constabulary holding as far as the first 
drift on the Crocodile river, Imperial 
troops being responsible for the rest. 
A parallel to this line was in con- 
struction along the trend of the Moo! 
river. 


A glance at themap will show that this 


jtives two distinct areas in which the 
process of clearing is facilitated by the 
presence of its fringe of blockhouses, 
and once cleared they remain to pre- 
vent re-occupation. Now Lord 
Kit- 


chener reports that he has formed the 
fong projected line of posts from Wilge 
river on the Komatipoort line to Grey- 
lingstad on the Standerton line, and 
from other reports we can conclude 
similar measures have now been adopt- 
ed in the Losberg, south of Krugers- 
dorp. Thus we have the four parallels 
—the Wilte river-Greylingstad line 
Pretoria-Vereeningin? 
railway, 
the 


Krugersdorp-Commando Nek (possibly 
extending to the Losberg), and the Mooi 
river valley line. Each is joined on 
south by the railway and now prob 
ably by the line of defensive 
posts 


erected along the banks of the Vaal.

MACK ON THE CITY DBBT 


Candidate Mack in his addres* to 


the Hebrew voters of the city last 
•vening expressed 
his 
belief 
that 


Mayor Wilkinson's view of the public 
debt question was not the right one. 
Mayor Wilkinson has said. that a 
heavy public debt, 
involving high 


taxes, left little inducement for busi- 
ness concerns 
to locate here. Mr. 


Mack thinks this makes no difference. 
Mr. Mack is presumably speaking 
theoretically, in his desire to differ 
this year with Mr. Wilkinson, since 
the experience of .other cities and the 
common experience of the state as 
worked into the statutes is that to 
have a comparatively small debt is 
the best condition for a city. State 
law very wisely establishes a debt 
limit beyond which, ctties may not go 
except 
by 
special provision. Very 


evidently it has been found that the 
best Interests of communities are not 
•erved by high debts. The debt of 
North Adams is now considerably 
higher in proportion to the city's re- 
sources than the average municipal 
debt in the state. Wisdom says that 
when the needed public improvement 
have been provided as great a leeway 
between the debt and debt limit as 
possible should be left. In setting the 


toce in to* right direction 


Mayor Wilkinson ha* done for the city 
what was needed, and his statement 
of what IB possible in that direction 
for another year is based on what he 
has already demonstrated. In work- 
ing for a reduction of the debt the 
needed improvements will not b« ne- 
glected, but the importance of this 
reduction will be kept in view. Mr. 
Mack, in seeking to differ from Mayor 
Wilkinson, should at least seek also 
to keep the Interests of the city of 
which he would like to be 
mayor 


prominent in his mind. 


USING TUB BCHOOLa

If they fadl to do 
so, they go to school m fear of re- 
proof, and certainly as far as my chll- 
diren are concerned, I have hard, work 
to convtLntoS .ttoeon that selling1 
the 


tickets isn't more important than their 
regular school duties. 


This statement, given, as nearly as 


possible in th« words of a mother who 
takes an intelligent interest in the 
school experiences of &er children, 
doubtless expresses the 
opinion of 


many others to a dctgree. 


The public schools offer the greatest 


organization of the country for an 
adviantteitng miedSum, could the ad- 
vertiser secure control of them. Oc- 
casionally &• dever advertiser does 
secure control, as in the present case. 
But the people do mot intentionally 
provide the schools for this purpose, 
and the superintendent who allows 
this use to be made of them, even 
when the tempting bait of school room 
decoration is dangled, is perverting 
an institution for which be is largely 
respoiJFj'blle.

"I bare on my order book now no fewer 


than twpscore commissions to provide 
prospective customers with a certain style 
of coffin whenever it may be needed. 
These coffins are always chosen with 
strict attention to detail in material and 
trimming, and some of the future occu- 
pants drive a pretty close bargain for 
their last bouse. This haggling seems 
fearfully bad form in persons who will be 
all over and dene with when the commod- 
ity In question is brought into requisition, 
and one cannot help but wonder why they 
don't wait and let their survivors attend 
to the scrapping.

Everybod; 


has heard of their great monastery ic 
Kentucky, where, ieoUte<l from the world, 
the Trappists yet minister by their labor: 
to its welfare, and of the silent and aus- 
tere life they lead. 
There are several 


monasteries of this order iu the world, 
and in all of them the monks are said tc 
be an extraordinarily cheerful and .con- 
tented lot. 


Herbert Vivian, who writes of them in 


his "Romance of Religions." says: "It is 
true that they get up at 2 in the morning; 
that they limit their meals to a small al- 
lowance of vegetables, washed down with 
spring water; that their days are devoted 
to manual labor, relieved only by frequent 
intervals of prayer; that they sleep 01- 
bedsteads of planks and straw; that Ibcir 
thoughts are constantly centered upon 
their latter end, and that there is co re- 
lief for their hardships, even when at the 
point of d«ith, when, as a last, most 
signal object lesson, they ire removed 
from their straw and laid upon a heap of 
ashes. Yet they are, nevertheless, as con- 
tented and cheerful a lot of people," he 
says, "as can be found among the most: 
zealous pleasure seekers." 


He declares that while prisoners who 


have been condemned to silence and se- 
clusion generally have gone mad, the 
Trappist monks find that their vows of 
silence confer a fresh zest upon their 
chants in church and upon all their devo- 
tional exercises, and it is certainly a fact 
that- they enjoy extraordinary health and 
spirits and generally attain to a good old 
age. 


Upon the death of one of the monks, his 


body, borne on a rude wooden bier, with 
his brown cloak as hi$ only wiading 
sheet, is placed in the center of the 
church. Some half dozen candles in tall 
wooden candlesticks are lighted around 
him, and the brothers take turns in pray- 
ing beside him, never leaving the body 
atone until the time conies to place it in 
the grave which it has been one of the 
dead monk's duties to dig for himself 
while yet alive. And yet these people, of 
whose life and death the bare recital gives 
the ordinary man the blues, are described 
as jolly, happy, full of spirits and con- 
tentment. It certainly does take all sorts 
of people to make a world.

Persian Rugs. 


A square foot of the best Persian rug ia 


worth about $10,' and it takes a single" 
weaver twenty-three days to complete 
this portion. This allows the weaver 
about 44 cents per day for her wool and 
her labor, but three-fourths of this 
amount goes to pay for the wool. Only 
11 cents per day is left for the weaver. 
The wage of the producer of the inferior 
article is somewhat better. A square foot 
of an inferior rug is sold for about 60 
cents, and the time required for weaving 
it is but two days, thus allowing the 
weaver 80 cents per day for her wool and 
labor. She u«es inferior wool, washes but 
little of it and pays only a nominal sum 
for a cheap dye. The framework of her 
loom costs comparatively little, as the rug 
It produces is from twenty to thirty times 
the size of the superior rug. Thus it ap- 
pears that in the long run the inferior 
weaver is better paid than the one who 
fatigues her biain with her efforts to pro- 
duce a rug cf the best quality.—Rosa 
Belle Holt in "Rugs, Oriental and Occi- 
dental." 


The Andaman lalanda. 


In the eastern part of the bay of Bengal 


is a group of islands called the Andaman 
islands. 
They are profusely covered 


with vegetation, nearly every kind of tree 
growing there. The scenery, too, is very 
grand, but the islands are unhealthy and 
on this account are not thickly populated. 
In fact, the natives are gradually dying 
off. 
They are quite uncivilized and once 


had an evil name for cannibalism, but 
live now chiefly on fish. Squatting on 
rocks or standing on rudely shaped boats, 
they shoot at the fishes with arrows, al- 
though some employ long spears. 


The islands are used by the Indian gov-

agreed to accept a check for a certain 
amount, which check was delivered and 
accepted, is constituted an accord and 
satisfaction, a settlement 


The blowing of a factory whistle at un- 


seasonable hours in a populous communi- 
ty, which is entirely unnecessary and so 
harsh and terrific as seriously to interfere 
with plaintiffs' reasonable enjoyment of 
their habitations, is held in Hill versus 
McBurney Oil and Fertilizer company 
Ga., 52 L. R. A. 398) to be a nuisance 
which may be enjoined.

A phriiciaa who knew what be intend- 


ed to »ay and ««« uot accustomed to 
speak rashly ont« expressed his convic- 
tion that the everage life of mankind 
would be prolonged and the sum of hu- 
man misery lessened if ..very drug in ex- 
istence could be destroyed aud none ever 
again made. 


He was a practicing physician, pre- 


scribing drugs daily in his treatment of 
disease and believing in their efficacy. 
YVhat he meant was that more harm was 
done by the common practice of flying to 
the medicine ciiest of the apothecary's 
shop for every little ailment and by the 
enslaving opium, chloral and other "hab- 
its" so vhduoed than could be counteract- 
ed by the good effected in the legitimate 
use of remedies by properly educated 
physicians. And truly he had much to 
justify him in this gloomy view. 


An American physician who has en- 


deavored to investigate the use of nar- 
cotics in his state has published some 
startling figures as to the consumption of 
opium. If his results can be relied upon, 
there is iu this country an appalling 
num- 


ber of slaves to ike opium habit, most of 
whom dot btless began by the taking of 
an ocrasii-nal dose on their own respon- 
sibility to relieve pain or induce sleep. 


But al! the Liana of self drugging is not 


in the formation of those "habits." Many 
who have never taken a dose of narcotic 
medicine knowingly nevertheless seldom 
let « day pass without swallowing some- 
thing' which they think or hare been told 
is good for kidney disease or gcut or 
rheumatism or dyspepsia or biliousness or 
some other ailment which they think or 
have been told they are suffering from. 
They may or may not have guessed the 
cause of their bad feelings, but the 
chances are ten to one that the drugs 
they take so recklessly will do no good if 
they do not do actual barm. 


Drugs are poisons which cannot but 


work evil upon the system if taken in a 
haphazard fashion by those ignorant of 
their action on the delicate machinery of 
the living body. Laxatives and liver rem- 
edies, nervines and tonics, quinine and 
iron, all are useful, life saving, at the 
proper time and in the proper dose, but 
taken in the quantities that they are in 
season and out of season for some reason 
or no reason they are pernicious destroy- 
ers of health.—Youth's Companion.

' John H. Mack spok* on the issues 
of the mayoralty campaign last night 
at the rooms of the H«brew liadeoen- 
dent club in the synagogue on State 
street. There were about 30 present 
mostly m*mb«rs of th» club. 


They commenced to drift in about 8 


o'clock and each new arrival was in- 
vited to one end of the room whare a 
box of cigars and a bottle of whiskey 
on a little table gave Indication of the 
informal character of the mating. 


Mr. Mack, with Koul Bernard, d"m- 


ooraUc candidate for councilman, ar- 
rived at 8.15. 
After a short speech 


by Mr. Bernard, who referred to Mr. 
Mack as the true friend of labor, and 
dwelt briefly upon the eight hour law 


Joseph I/evine, chairman of the meet 


ing, introduced the speaker of the eve- 
ning. 


Mi-. Mack said he was sonry that 


the voters of ward 7 had not under- 
stood the import of the mooting, but 
was glad to speak to those present. 
He then went on to start* his platform 
in a general way and said that he stood 
wJlttng to reiterate any statement 
made in his previous campaigns. 
The 


fiirst issue taken up was the eight hour 
law, 
and Mr. Mack covered it much 


as he has in previous speeches-. The 
administration, he said, has deliber- 
ately ithwairted the will of the people 
by not enforcing the law. I may go 
down but a blow will be struck at such 
tyranny and despotism, in North Ad- 
ams. 


The city adminisrtation should see 


that the largest measure of happ'ness 
is enjoyed by all the citizens, and 
speaking of this. I beg to recall one 
paragraph in the statement made by 
Mayor Wilkinson in announcing his 
candidacy for the third term. He said: 
'With such a heavy debt a® we have. 
there la little inducement for a man- 
ufacturer or a business man to locate 
here, despite the many advantages we 
can offer. The large per cenitage of 
debt as compared with the valuation 
frightens a conservative man. In case 
this large debt can be cut down, we 
wi'U benefit" 


I do not agree with Mayor Wilkin- 


son on this point. I do not think th« 
debt of any city frightens any one 
from locating in their midst. 
There 


are other conditions which I think 
the business roan thinks of more im- 
portance. In order to induce n«w indus 
tries to owne to our city, we must first 
prove to them we are not contingent 
on man. or things, that vested rights 
will be protected by us, that was are a 
city where there is a community of in 
tepest between all of our citizens', and 
that each has the welfare of the city 
•at heart. 
Mr. Mack made the abolition of the 
State street crossing one of his most 
important points, and In connection 
with it said that the death of Her- 
bert Ch-esbro in BlacMnton a few days 
ago was du« to neiglect on the part of 
the city officials of North Adams. A 
statement to the effect, if elected, he 
would increase the school appropria- 
tion instead of cutting it down to re- 
duce the city debt, brought great ap- 
plause. 


I have been asked to &peak tonight 


said Mr. Mack, on the Church street 
ra,3l\May ffca.ncrfj£i«l. 
ft was deemfed 


advisable to hold it over until the next 
council. We must draw our own infer- 
ences as to the reason for this action. 
Personally I beleive that the hearing 
was held back for political purposes. 
I am in favor of am extension of the 
road, but I should never agree to it 
unless the road gave something in re 
turn for the franchise. 


Mayor Wilkinson and I represent 


two different policies. If you wish to 
continue undar th« same old system 
vo>t« for Wilkinson. If >ou wish for 
changes vote for me. If I am elect- 
ed there will be no radical changes 
but changes where changes are nec- 
essary. The city is the maister, the 
man the servant. I believe that some 
of the pn-esenit officials have reversed 
this order. I promise you a safe, pro- 
gressive, liberal administration. 


When Mr. Mack had finished speak- 


ing Mr. Levine, the chairman, called

Last night was the coldest of the 


winter thus far, and the mercury was 
reported all the way from 12 to 27 be- 
low zero this moining. It is probable 
however, that there was a littl« imag- 
'nation in some of these reported. Re- 
liable reports indicate that the record 
in this city was from 10 to 12 below 
by the ordinary thermometers, but the 
thermometer at gity hall, which is sup- 
posed to be "Hoyle," registered only 2 
below at 7.35 this morning, and at 11 
o'clock it was 11 above: 


The coldest hour was from 5 to 6, 


however, and at that time thermom- 
eters near the center of the city and 
that are considered pretty accurate reg 
istered from 6 to 10 below. 


Word comes from the IdJewild at 


South \ttil!ianisitown that the ther- 
mometer fell to 17 below at an early 
hour this morning, and an Associated 
Press dispatch to the Transcript gives 
the record at Hoosick Falls as 25 be- 
low- 


But records are sometimes mad* by 


water pipes as well as by thermom- 
eters and something in this line was 
done last night. There were B&v-eral 
bieaks in different par.ts of the city, 
but the worgt one reported was in the
